K^ Juno 25.— Not Wall street 


alone, but business and financial circles gen- 
erally, were both surprised and excited by 
the announcement that the hanking house of 
Matthow Morgan's Sons had suspended pay- 
ment. Tho house was tho oldest in the city, 
and was regarded as one of the safest and 
most conservative. It stood so high that the 
first news 
of 
tlio 
suspension was not 


believed, and 
many raon having busi- 


ness interests with tho Orm hastened through 
the streets themselves or- sent their clerks to 
tbo 
well-known, 
old-Iashionod, counting- 


house at GO William street, only to loam that 
tho bad news was true. A friend of Mr. 
.Morgan sold that ho was utterly prostrated 
by tho collapse of tho business, and that ho 
was entirely unfit to mako a statement for 
publication. It was said in behalf of Mr. 
Morgan, ho would soon bo in a condition to 
approximate his liabilities and assets. 


No financial disaster that has occurred in a 


long time has brought out such general ex- 
pressions of sympathy and sorrow. Everybody 
ipoko well of the Messrs. Morgan, and it was 
the unanimous sentiment that the failure wns 
an honorable one, Wall street was not long 
in satisfying 
itself 
that the suspension 


was a serious one, which would involve losses. 
of from $2,000,000 to 80,000,000, and that the 
causo of tlio trouble was too much faith in 
Mr. Gould's Denver & Rio Grande and Mex- 
ican railway securities. Mr. Henry Morgan, 
the managing member of tho firm, has heon 
a very strong believer 
in

of the Deuver & Rio Grande and its 
proposed extensions and connections,

fatal foscinrtion, it is said has led him 
on to purchase this unfortunate stock in largo 
blocks all tho way up to 112 a share, which it 
touched in tho groat bull campaign ot 1SS1. 
It has steadily gone down over since until 
now it is hard to sell at 7Jf'a share. 


Mr. Morgan did not buy 'fho stock and 


honds'of this Gould company for speculative 
profit but for permanent investment.

wanted to go down town, Canfleld demurred, 
and, suddenly drawing a revolver, caught 
Hiss Ghorlun around tho nock with lu's loft 
arm and begun firing at her. Somo four or 
Qvo shots wero Bred, two ot them taking 
effect, both above tho left oyo, one of them 
coming out at tho back of her head, tlio other 
remaining in her brain. 
CanQeld fled, but 


was captured in tho house of his mother, near 
Washington,' tho next morning 1)J" a police- 
man of this city and tho sherirt of Daviess 
county. Ho was held hero until tho girl 
died on Monday, when a charge of murder 
was preferred against him, but bo waived 
•examination, and was sent to jail withou 
baH. Ills victim lay in tcrribJo agony till 
about 1:40 a. in. Monday, June iio, when 
death relieved her sufferings. 


An organization was effected 
Saturday 


night to mako an example of Cajiflold, anil 
only the death of his victim was needed as 
tho signal.

Down Sovecth street came the 
tramp of many feot, and about forty men, 
in all sorts ot disguises, marched to tho jail.

Finding 
that persuasion was useless, a man came to 
tbo front and proposed to use powdento ell'ect 
un entrance, but tho lender silenced liJm, and 
assured the inmates of tho jail thutnoixm-.ler 
would bo used. The party was well-provided 
with sledge-hammers, chisels, etc., and hail 
ill addition a pieco of railway iron aliout

a battering-ram, and 
when 
the signal 


was givun tho front door was shivered to 
splinters in an instant. Tho hn!l was then 
filled by tho tho excited crowd, and work was 
begun on tho largo iron door which guards the 
entrance- to the Jail. Tho door is a massive 
one, but tho battering-rum and chisels soon 
caused it to give way. Opening thu light in- 
side doors was tho work of a minute, and 
Oliver Canficld was in tho hands of his 
judges. Ho submitted to bo led fcitii with 
out a murmur, Knowing that to resist would 
be useless. Tho noose was put nrotmd bis 
nock and ho was halted under the lamp past 
at the corner o£ Seventh street and l.trnnd- 
way, and admonished to pray. Some one 
suggested that he bo hanged to the true under 
which the cnnie was committed, and. with- 
out more ado, tbo mob started Cor thai, local- 
ity, drugging their wretched prisoner. Ar-

Ho had but little to say, but hoped to meet 
his mother in Htwvon, Ho was sony he hr.d 
killed the girl. Ho wanted hLs body tu hu 
delivered to bis mother for Insrinl.

voice was low, and it was evident that lu 
was almost dead from fn'ght. The suspen- 
sion was made ntl:*lo. just twenty-four bom's 
after the death of his victim, it being the in- 
tention of his judges to time nll'aii-s in that 
manner.
